Big Labor Rips 
Nixon Economic 
Plan As Disaster 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (A P) - With 
unemployment rising and prices 
outpacing wages, the AFL-CIO today 
called President Nixon’s economic 
program a disaster and 
urged 
Congress to seize the initiative for con­ 
trolling inflation. 
As the labor federation’s executive 
council prepared to open its annual 
mid-winter conference, president 
George Meany charged that the ad­ 
ministration has misled the American 
public about the economy for the past 
five years. 
“ No matter how gloomy 
the 
economic news, the President and his 
appointed spokesmen greeted it with 
enthusiasm, saying one thing one day 
and the opposite the next,” he said. 
The administration has destroyed its 
credibility with its economic forecasts 
so now “ when the President or one of 
his spokesmen makes an optimistic 
prediction, prepare for the worst,” he 
continued. 
During its week-long meeting, the 35- 
man executive council is expected to 
come down hard against any extension 
of government wage-price controls, 
despite some sentiment from building 
trades union leaders for some form of 
continued control of the construction 


an- 
industry. 
Administration officials have 
nounced that wage-price controls will 
be dropped April 15 except for health, 
food and petroleum. 
In addition, the council is expected to 
press the AFL-CIO’s demand for 
Nixon’s impeachment and urge 
Congress to implement a com­ 
prehensive program for dealing with 
the energy crisis that would minimize 
job layoffs and provide funds for “ a 
massive program of energy research 
and development.” 
The AFLrCIO said that, with Nixon 
occupied with “ trying to extricate 
himself from the Watergate miasma,” 
Congress has the opportunity to 
reassert its leadership “ to help solve 
the nation’s problems.” 
The International Association of 
Machinists and Aerospace Workers 
released a poll Sunday that it said 
showed 72 per cent of a sampling of its 
900,000 members favored Nixon’s res­ 
ignation or impeachment.

Preston 
was treated for minor 
shotgun pellet wounds at Walter Reed 
Army Medical Center, then held for 
psychiatric examination. There was no 
official explanation for his escapade. 
The Secret Service charged him 
initially with unlawful entry upon the 
White House grounds, a federal mis­ 
demeanor carrying a possible six- 


month jail term and a $100 fine upon 
conviction. 
Preston faced court arraignment on 
that charge today, and authorities said 
other charges could follow. Army 
officials said they were making their 
own investigation. 
Authorities gave this account of the 
aerial drama: 
Preston stole an Army UH-1B 
“ Huey” helicopter from the airfield at 
Ft. 
Meade, 25 
miles north 
of 
Washington, and began buzzing homes 
and cars along the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. 
The

dispatched two swift Bell Jet Ranger 
helicopters, but the Army craft put one 
out of the chase by bearing down on it 
and forcing the police pilot to turn 
sharply while the military chopper 
veered away. 
Midway through the chase, the 


Army chopper veered into prohibited 
airspace between the Washington 
Monument and the Capitol building, 
attracting the attention of officers of 
the Executive Protective Service 
(E P S ), the uniformed branch of the 
Secret Service. 


An hour later, the Army chopper 
hovered 
near 
the 
Washington 
monument, then lurched forward and 
upward toward the White House. 


As the Huey passed over the outer 
fence to the south lawn of the White 
House, floodlights cut through the 
darkness and police opened fire with 
shotguns. 
The chopper, its metal skin peppered 
with buckshot, veered leftward, 
bounced on one runner, then the other, 
and settled to a halt, barely 100 yards 
from the executive mansion itself. 
President and Mrs. Nixon did not 
witness the drama. The President was 


at his Key Biscayne, Fla., estate, and 
Mrs, Nixon was visiting the couple’s 
hospitalized 
daughter, 
Julie 
Eisenhower in Indianapolis, Ind. 
Army officials said Preston, a native 
of Panama City, Fla., was no stranger 
to aviation. 


They said records showed he was 
admitted on Jan. 26, 1973, to the 
Army's helicopter pilot school at Ft. 
Wolters, Tex., and amassed 157 hours 
of flight time in 24 weeks of training 
before being washed out for “ defi­ 
ciency in the instrument phase.” 
Preston also was said to hold a 
private pilot’s license for fixed-wing, 
single-engine airplanes and to have 
earned an associate degree in aviation 
management from Gulf Coast Com­ 
munity College in Panama City.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Two bills 
aimed at improving medical care in 
Ohio are scheduled for floor votes in 
the Ohio House Tuesday when the 110th 
General Assembly reconvenes. 
One of the measures, which has

and 
Democratic support, would require the 
state’s medical schools to offer courses 
in family practice. 
The measure, which went to the floor 
last Spring but then was sent back to 
committee for revamping, would 
appropriate $3 million each year as a 
subsidy for medical schools to provide 
the course. 
Schools not offering the family 
practice course would stand to lose 
state aid. The main sponsor of the bill 
is Rep. Phale D. Hale, D-31 Columbus. 
A companion bill to be voted on the

day will 
require 
Ohio 
to 
recognize the medical degrees of 
foreign universities recognized by the 
World Health Organization. 
Under the family practice bill, no 
public or non-profit medical school 
could receive state funds unless it had 
a department of family practice co­ 
equal with other departments. 
The $3 million a year subsidy would 
be disbursed by the Ohio Board of 
Regents, which would set up the for­ 
mula for farming out the money. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan’s Task Force 
on Health Care has recommended such 
an 
approach— 
particularly 
in 
residency programs—rather than 
creation of new medical schools. 
Two proposed new medical schools 
at Wright State University, Dayton, 
and the school in northeastern Ohio, in 
Portage County, both have pledged to 
make family practice a part of the 
curriculum. 
The bill aimed at speeding up the 
process by which graduates of foreign 
medical schools can be licensed to 
practice in Ohio is sponsored by Rep. 
Arthur Bowers, D-98 Steubenville. 
The applicant would still have to 
take a state test and serve one year of 
training in an accredited American 
hospital plus one year internship or 
residency.

As the Huey passed over the outer 
fence to the south lawn of the White 
House, floodlights cut through the 
darkness and police opened fire with 
shotguns. 
The chopper, its metal skin peppered 
with buckshot, veered leftward, 
bounced on one runner, then the other, 
and settled to a halt, barely IOO yards 
from the executive mansion itself. 
President and Mrs. Nixon did not 
witness the drama. The President was 


at his Key Biscayne, Fla., estate, and 
Mrs. Nixon was visiting the couple’s 
hospitalized 
daughter,

Eisenhower in Indianapolis, Ind. 
Army officials said Preston, a native 
of Panama City, Fla., was no stranger 
to aviation.

Panel To Study Other Shortages 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Caught off 
guard by the Arab oil embargo, the 
government soon will launch a high- 
level study to determine how vulner­ 
able the nation is to cutoffs of other 
vital materials. 
The study will focus on possible 
alternative supply sources, the need to 
stockpile materials, and diplomatic 
steps that might be taken to prevent an 
embargo of other items. 
Groundwork already has been laid 
for the study, which would take several 
months, said Herbert Stein, chairman 
of President Nixon’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers.

Medical Care 
Bills Before 
Assembly 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Two bdls 
aimed at improving medical care in 
Ohio are scheduled for floor votes in 
the Ohio House Tuesday when the 110th 
General Assembly reconvenes. 
One of the measures, which has 
widespread 
Republican 
and 
Democratic support, would require the 
state’s medical schools to offer courses 
in family practice. 
The measure, which went to the floor 
last Spring but then was sent back to 
com m ittee for revam ping, would 
appropriate $3 million each year as a 
subsidy for medical schools to provide 
the course. 
Schools not offering the family 
practice course would stand to lose 
state aid. The main sponsor of the bill 
is Rep. Phale D. Hale, D-31 Columbus. 
A companion bill to be voted on the 
same 
day 
will 
require 
Ohio 
to 
recognize the medical degrees of 
foreign universities recognized by the 
World Health Organization. 
Under the family practice bill, no 
public or non-profit medical school 
could receive state funds unless it had 
a department of family practice co­ 
equal with other departments. 
The $3 million a year subsidy would 
be disbursed by the Ohio Board of 
Regents, which would set up the for­ 
mula for farming out the money. 
Gov. John J. Gilligan’s Task Force 
on Health Care has recommended such 
an 
approach— 
particularly 
in 
residency program s—rath er than 
creation of new medical schools. 
Two proposed new medical schools 
at Wright State University, Dayton, 
and the school in northeastern Ohio, in 
Portage County, both have pledged to 
make family practice a part of the 
curriculum. 
The bill aimed at speeding up the 
process by which graduates of foreign 
medical schools can be licensed to 
practice in Ohio is sponsored by Rep. 
Arthur Bowers, D-98 Steubenville. 
The applicant would still have to 
take a state test and serve one year of 
training in an accredited American 
hospital plus one year internship or 
residency. 


Rifle Inventor Dies 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass. (AP) — John 
Garand, 86, inventor of the MI rifle, 
died Saturday. Garand, who never 
received payment for the MI because 
he gave the rights to the government 
rather than selling them to private 
business, invented the rifle in 1938.

intolerable,” he said Sunday on the 
ABC program “Issues and Answers.” 
Sawhill said he expects the effect of 
the diversion to be felt in those areas 
“in no more than a week” after the 
order is issued.

— The president of Gulf Oil U.S. said 
the recent one-cent price hike granted 
some service station operators should 
have been larger and should have gone 
to all dealers.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger and the 
foreign ministers of Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia are continuing their talks on 
how to get disengagement negotiations 
started between Israel and Syria. 
Kissinger met with Ismail Fahmy of 
Egypt and Omar Sakkaf of Saudi 
Arabia separately on Sunday but today 
the three meet together. 
The two ministers were sent to 
Washington after a conference of 
heads of state of Egypt, Saudi Arabia, 
Syria and Algeria in Algiers Feb. 14. 
King Faisal’s Saudi Arabia, Egypt’s 
Anwar Sadat, Syria’s Hafez Assad, 
and Houari Boumedienne of Algeria 
reportedly have agreed that the Syr- 
ian-Israel stalemate cannot continue. 
Kissinger reportedly is being asked to 
start a mission similar to the one he 
carried out between Israel and Egypt, 
which led to the disengagement on the 
Suez Canal front. 
Kissinger has said he is willing to 
commute between Jerusalem and 
Damascus, provided both sides show 
they are ready to make concessions. 
Tile Israeli position is that at the 
minimum the Syrians must produce a 


list of Israeli prisoners of war before 
Israel would even talk about a dis­ 
engagement. Kissinger met Sunday 
morning with Israeli 
Ambassador 
Simcha Dinitz and discussed the 
general Mideast situation, a State 
Department spokesman said. 
The Syrians want a commitment by 
Israel that all territory occupied in the 
1967 
and October 
wars 
will 
be 
evacuated before they provide the list 
of the prisoners. Also Sunday, Kis­ 
singer met with Syria’s topranking 
envoy to Washington, Sabah Kabani. 
The Israelis also are finn in their 
stated intent to hold on to occupied 
Syrian territory won in the 1967 war. 
As late as Feb.8 Israeli Premier Golda 
Meir told Israeli settlers on the Golan 
Heights that Syrian territory taken 
before the October war was an “in­ 
separable part of Israel.” 
This was the frozen situation up to 
now, combined with almost daily 
clashes on the Golan Heights front. 
W hether the Fahm y-Sakkaf visit 
brought any change and whether 
Kissinger would judge the change ade­ 
quate to justify his intervention, was 
not clear after the Sunday meeting.

Legislation limiting the number of 
commercial fishermen on Lake Erie 
and restricting their catches was 
proposed today by the Governor’s 
Task Force on Lake Erie Fisheries. 
The 18-member force, created last 
fall by Gov. 
John 
J. 
Gilligan, 
recommended officials of the state 
Department of Natural Resources and 
the Ohio Wildlife Council be em­ 
powered to set quotas for certain fish 
taken from the lake. 
Futher, the task force proposed, a 
per-pound tax should be levied on all 
fish covered by the quota system, to be 
imposed in 1975 and doubled three 
years later. 
“Lake Erie supports multimillion 
dollar fisheries,” the task force noted, 
adding: “Historically, the lake has 
produced large quantities of highly 
desirable food fishes, and in recent 
decades, lakewide exploitation and 
accelerated deterioration of the 
aquatic environment have severely 
stressed the resources. 
“Various fishes such as lake trout, 
sturgeon, lake herring, lake whitefish, 
burbot, sauger and blue pike have been 
lost,” the force said. 
And, said the task force, other fish 
such as walleye, catfish and yellow 
perch have “shown varying degrees of 
stress.” 
The task force recommended the 
state implement a policy aimed at 
“protection, 
conservation 
and 
enhancement of the resources for 
maximum public benefit.’’

48 Killed 
In Soccer 
Crowd Crush 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — The Egyptian 
government took steps today to reduce 
the crowds at soccer matches after 48 
persons were killed and 47 others in­ 
jured when a stadium fence gave way 
Sunday. 
The government said in the future 
tickets will be sold for only 80 per cent 
of the seats available, and all matches 
will be televised and broadcast live. 
Sunday’s tragedy occurred at the 
Zamalek Sporting Club stadium, which 
has seats for 40,000, and persons 
present estimated the crowd at 60,000 
to 90,000. 
Officials said a preliminary in­ 
vestigation showed pressure from the 
overflow crowd in the third-class 
stands collapsed an iron fence between 
the stands and the playing field and 
also part of the concrete walls of the 
stands. 
The casualties were either pinned 
under the falling barriers or trampled 
beneath the crowd that poured onto the 
playing field. 
Most of the dead suffocated, post­ 
mortems showed. Most of the injured 
had broken bones or deep cuts, 
hospital physicians said.

closest ally in the Arab world, have 
surfaced in the wake of the Jordanian 
army disturbances two weeks ago. 
Suspicions are being voiced in im­ 
portant Jordanian official circles 
about the U.S. attitude toward King 
Hussein. 
Informed sources say that at the 
very least there was a “misun­ 
derstanding” 
between 
the 
two 
governments over reports by the U.S. 
Embassy in Amman to Hussein in 
London when Bedouin troops began 
demonstrating for higher pay. The 
king, who was in the British capital 
early this month during the incident in 
the garrison town of Zerqa, hurried 
home to handle the crisis. 
Hussein and the U.S. charge d’af­ 
faires in Amman, Pierre Graham, 
have been in constant telephone 
contact in the past few days in an 
apparent effort to resolve the dif­ 
ferences. 
The misunderstanding appears to 
have been triggered by detailed 
reports on the demonstrations which 
the Embassy gave Hussein. Cabinet- 
level sources in Amman say the 
amount of detail in the reports gave 
rise to suspicion of U.S. involvement in 
the demonstrations or at least of ad­ 
vance knowledge of them. 
Conflicts between the U.S. reports 
and official Jordanian reports to 
Hussein in London may also have 
fueled the misunderstanding. 
Suspicion of U.S. involvement or 
foreknowledge of the army outbreak, 
while categorically denied by both 
ranking U.S. and Jordanian officials, 
continues to circulate in Amman.

Speaking Of Your Health

I am convinced that my husband 
developed arteriosclerosis at the age 
of 50 because all his life he has been 
under tension and refuses to slow 
down. 
Isn’t there some substance to my 
idea? 
Mrs. J. F., Mich. 
Dear Mrs. F.: 
It is accepted that stress and 
emotional turbulence do play a role in 
the proper functioning of every organ 
of the body. Blood vessels in the entire 
vascular system are a body organ. 
It is entirely possible that under 
constant and great emotional tension 
may be more likely to develop changes 
in the arteries. It has been suggested 
that undue stress affects the pituitary 
and the adrenal glands which are 
involved in the control of calcium and 
the eventual deposits in the inner 
lining of the blood vessels. 
Emotions can never be disregarded 
as a factor in any medical and surgical 
problem. However, it is generally 
believed that other factors are much 
more significant in narrowing the 
blood vessels due to arteriosclerosis. 
Cigarette smoking has always been 
indicted. Lack of exercise, too, 
predisposes people to this condition 
and may accelerate its progress. Diets 
high in cholesterol are responsible for 
an 
increase 
in 
cholesterol, 
triglycerides and lipids in the blood­ 
stream. These are important factors in 


causing arteriosclerosis. 
There are innumberable other forces 
at work, beginning early in childhood 
and in adolescence, in addition to 
hereditary tendencies, that account for 
the early onset of this condition. 
Modem science and medicine are 
now devoting themselves to delaying 
the process of aging. Arteriosclerosis 
is an aging process which, with proper 
guidance throughout life, may be 
delayed by many years.

Is there any validity to these fears?

Dear Mrs. Z.:

Those who are fearful invariably 
transmit their fears directly or in­ 
directly to their children and leave 
psychological scars that children do 
not deserve.

SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) — 
Developments in North and South 
Vietnam indicate a thrust away from 
major warfare for the time being while 
the rival Vietnamese regimes try to 
heal their economies and restore 
public confidence in government.

Olberich, retired president of Olme 
Precision Co. which he founded in 
Portsmouth in 1959, plans to travel 
thousands of miles in the next year to 
carry the state’s economic message 
throughout Europe.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Russia’s 
development of advanced nuclear 
power plants to serve Soviet industry 
is reported to have suffered delays, 
partly because of a serious mishap. 
U.S. intelligence sources said a 
recent 
explosion 
caused Soviet 
engineers to shut down the nuclear 
reactor at a key Russian project at 
Shevchenko on the Caspian Sea. 
The reactor, rated by U.S. experts as 
capable of generating about 150,000 
kilowatts of electric power, was built 
to run a giant plant that removes salt 
from sea water. 
The nuclear power plant, which went 
into operation late last year, is said to 
be still idle. 
At the same time, U.S. sources said 
another major new nuclear plant in 
Central Russia also is delayed and 
may not be ready for some years. 
There were no indications of what 
caused this. 
Over-all, American sources said, the 
Russians appeared to be progressing 
slower than expected in civilian 
nuclear energy, despite a large in­ 
vestment in resources and technical 
talent. 
The two Russian nuclear power 
plants reported in trouble are of a type 
called “ liquid metal fast breeders, 
that are the focus of U.S. research, 
made urgent by the oil shortage.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Russia’s 
development of advanced nuclear 
power plants to serve Soviet industry 
is reported to have suffered delays, 
partly because of a serious mishap. 
U.S. intelligence sources said a 
recent 
explosion 
caused 
Soviet 
engineers to shut down the nuclear 
reactor at a key Russian project at 
Shevchenko on the Caspian Sea. 
The reactor, rated by U.S. experts as 
capable of generating about 150,000 
kilowatts of electric power, was built 
to run a giant plant that removes salt 
from sea water. 
The nuclear power plant, which went 
into operation late last year, is said to 
be still idle. 
At the same time, U.S. sources said 
another major new nuclear plant in 
Central Russia also is delayed and 
may not be ready for some years. 
There were no indications of what 
caused this. 
Over-all, American sources said, the 
Russians appeared to be progressing 
slower than expected in civilian 
nuclear energy, despite a large in­ 
vestment in resources and technical 
talent. 
The two Russian nuclear power 
plants reported in trouble are of a type 
called “liquid metal fast breeders,” 
that are the focus of U.S. research, 
made urgent by the oil shortage.

It said tin plate producers raised 
prices and Inland Steel Co. at Chicago 
boosted base prices on six products 
and price extras on 19 more last week.

production,” Industry Week 


It said the immediate problem of 
most mills is the steel that piled up on 
shipping docks and in storage areas 
during the strike by independent truck 
drivers. 


“In some cases, finishing mills were 
shut down until the steel glut could be 
moved out,” the magazine added. 
Industry Week said an authority on 
world steel economics has predicted 


that strong demand for steel will 
continue almost unabated through the 
end of 1974. 


It quoted the Rev. Father William T. 
Hogan, S.J. professor of economics at 
Fordham University, as saying last 
week that “the only limitation on steel 
in 1974 will be from production—not 
from dem and.” He cited strong 
demand for steel from all consuming 
segments, Industry Week said. 


The magazine said raw steel output 


is recovering from the effects of bad 
weather and from the truckers’ strike 
that curtailed the flow of some raw 
materials to the plants. 
It estimated last week’s production 
by U.S. mills at 2,880,000 net tons 
compared with the preceding week’s 
2,838,000 tons. 
Industry Week’s price composite on 
No. I heavy melting steelmaking scrap 
jumped last week to another record 
high of $108.67 per gross ton, from the 
preceding week’s record $101.83.

Tapes Controversy Remains Unsettled 


K EY BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) - With 
the Senate Judiciary Committee set to 
vote Tuesday on whether to take 
testimony about President Nixon’s 
refusal to yield more Watergate tapes, 
the White House says it wants no 
confrontation with special prosecutor 
I^eon Jaworski. 
At the same time. President Nixon’s 
chief spokesman and his principal 
Watergate lawyer emphasized anew 
Friday that Nixon has drawn a fine 
line against what was termed Ja- 
worski’s “ continued and seemingly 
unending incursions” into presidential 
files. 


Press Secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
told newsmen the White House has “ no 
desire to move to the point of con­ 
frontation” with the prosecutor but 
wants him to “ proceed quickly and 
without further delay” in his in­ 
vestigations. He said there is “ no in­ 
tention or contemplation whatsoever” 
of firing Jaworski. 
In a written statement, special 
counsel James D. St. Clair said that to 
provide Jaworski with 40 additional 
tapes plus documents would delay 
grand jury investigations “ many 
months.” 


Although Ziegler said neither Nixon 
nor St. H air has listened to the 40 tapes 
sought by Jaworski, the White House 
lawyer said “ a careful review of this 
request led me to the conclusion that 
this new material was at best only 
corroborative of or cumulative to 
evidence already before the grand 
jury...” 
Ziegler was unable to explain how St. 
Clair reached this conclusion without 
hearing the tapes or reviewing the 
documents involved. 
Jaworski reported to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee Thursday that 


Nixon was refusing to provide him 
with further evidence he requested. 
Sen. Robert C. Byrd, D-W. Va., said 
the committee will meet Tuesday to 
vote on whether to call Jaworski to 
testify. 
The special prosecutor made no 
comment on the Friday statements by 
Ziegler and St. Clair. 
Ziegler was asked if the President’s 
stance might not lead to speculation he 
had something to hide. The press 
secretary said Nixon acted out of a 
strongly-felt conviction that he must 
uphold the separation of powers and

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — The civilian 
employes union at Wright-Patterson 
Air Force Base is protesting a Pen­ 
tagon ordered parking plan which the 
union claims will result in “ mandatory 
carpooling.” 
Henry Webb, president of I^ocal 1138 
of the American Federation of 
Government Employes, registered the 
protest against the proposed new 
policy in a letter Friday to the com­ 
mander of the Air Force logistics 
Command at the base. 


Webb’s letter says that while the 
union and its members support 
voluntary energy-saving programs, 
they ‘‘strongly oppose this parking 
plan as ‘‘unfair, unworkable, unsafe 
and unwise.” 
The plan recommends that after 
March 7 “ not less than 90 per cent of 
the (base’s) employe parking” be 
allocated to carpools of two or more 
employes. The remaining IO per cent 
would be allocated to “ executives, 
severely handicapped and personnel 
working unusual hours. 


The union contends the plan is unfair 
because it exempts executives, does 
not give credit to those driving 
economy cars and “ places a greater 
burden on Department of Defense 
employes than on the general public.” 
Webb also contends the plan fails to 
consider employes working at Wright- 
Patterson who “ do not live near 
anyone else working at the base during 
the same hours.” 
He also predicts that many employes 
will park on streets and roads near the 
base, rather than join carpools. 


A spokesman for the base said the 
plan is being studied and that so far 
there is no ‘‘clearcut definition” of 
what is meant by an “ executive” who 
would be exempt from the plan. 
Employes who ride motorcycles or 
bicycles would also be exempted, the 
spokesman said.

Police scientists, working on an 
assault case, checked the gamma rays 
emanating from a bit of dirt taken 
from the victim’s sweater. Then they 
checked the gamma rays from dirt on 
the suspect’s trousers. 
The rays matched—and the evidence 
later helped to send the man to prison. 
The case illustrates a potent new 
weapon 
( “ neutron 
activation 
analysis” ) in the fight against crime. 
Gamma rays, under proper conditions, 
can reveal whether any two objects— 
no matter how small—came from the 
same source. The gamma rays are 
brought into action by “ charging” the 
objects with radioactivity. 
Already, the method has been used 
to track down the source of everything 
from paint to pipe fittings, from oats to 
heroin, from hair to moonshine. 
Nevertheless, 
like 
any 
new 
technique, it must be used with ap­ 
propriate caution in order to qualify 
the findings as legal evidence. 
Thus, in a murder case, comparisons 
of blood made with gamma rays were 
held not admissible because technical 
difficulties made these particular tests 
less than convincing. The court 
warned against “ the misleading aura 
of certainty which often envelopes a 
new scientific process.” 
In one unusual case a taxpayer, 
claiming a refund from the govern­ 
ment, staked everything on a scribbled 
notation in the margin of his check­ 
book. The government retorted that he 
might easily have inserted the notation 
years after the date of the original 
entries. 
To settle the matter, scientists 
compared gamma rays from the ink in 
the notation with gamma rays from 
the ink in the regular entries. The 
similarity of the rays convinced the 
government that the taxpayer was 
indeed telling the truth. 
Result: he collected his refund in 
full.
